TTie Aruiy Worm. 


This worm at present is attracting 


'•onsiderable attention by its appearance 
in various sections of the country. It is 
even now one of the debated questions 
of entomology, ami needs more close 
observation before all will agree as to 
whether it. is single or double brooded 
in the Northern States. Also its man- 
ner of passing the winter, the causes 
nec-essttry to its occasional great devel- 
opment, "and the reason why it marches 
every now and then. 
For it is usually 


found with us as a simple cut worm, 
unnoticed, feeding at night and hiding 
at the roots of the grass during the day- 
time. 
It wa? formerly claimed that St. 


Louis wiw about m far North as it waa 
found to bod. ruble brood, but latterly 
even the latitude of Iowa is believed by 
many to po-isess two broods a year. We 
recently visited a field in the southern 
part of'Muscatine County where a week 
or ten days ago all the heads of timothy 
in parts of the field were alive with the 
army worms, and although we searched 
carefully we could not find a single 
worm, only some of the cast-off molt- 
infs that were left clinging to a portion 
of Ihe heads. The worms had descended 
into tho ground where they have changed 
into pupae. 


Now, if there is but one brood a year 


they will not emerge from their subter- 
ranean home until the next spring, but 
if there be two broods, in about six 
weeks the army worms will again be 
at work, very likely, however, in small 
numbers, for they have a great host of 
insect enemies, prominent among which 
arc the red-tailed taoliina fly, (Ncmo- 
rann C/icftnial),the> yellow-tailor! tachina 
fly, (Ksorixta Vlac.ic.undu.), and a num- 
ber of beetles and small ichneumon 
flies. These enemies usually keep the 
worms in check, but frequently they are 
bullied in their good work. 


The worm when full-grown is from 


an inch and a quarter to an inch and a 
half long. It is striped lengthwise with 
alternating stripes of dirty white and a 
greenish brown cast. 
An observer, 


who has been watching the worm feed, 
describes their method to us as fol- 
lows : 


They creep up the spears of timothy, 


sometimes pausing half way up the head

and often reaching the very top. 
Then 


they bend the head over into a curve, 
the worm occupying the concave side 
of the curve, and commence feeding, 
retreating backward until the head is 
nearly if not entirely destroyed.

Just 
over the line in Louisa County is another 
field, two miles distant from the first, 
where over four acres of timothy were 
entirely destroyed.

From specimens reared in captivity, 


the age of the worm has been estimated 
to be from fifteen to thirty days. Then 
they descend into the ground a few 
inches, where they spin no cocoons, but 
in simple little earthen cells change into 
richly-colored dark pup;e, averaging 
two-thirds of an inch in length. 
After 


seventeen days pass away, they make 
their next appearance, this time in the 
role of pretty fawn--colored moths, ex- 
panding an inch and a half, with the 
principal, marking a simple dot near the 
center erf each front wing. From sixteen 
to seventeen days is the average life of 
the moth, during which tho eggs are 
deposited between the folded edges of a 
blade of grass near the base,'and are 
covered with a white, glistening fluid. 


Years ago, Dr. Fitch, who was one of 


the earliest observers of the insect, ad- 
vanced the theory that the army worm 
years were unusually wet, preceded by 
unusually dry, summers. This theory, 
like all others, has its friends as well as 
foes, the latter arising from the fact 
that occasional local exceptions do occur, 
but the jrreater weight of testimony is in 
its favor, consequently it is generally 
accepted. 
The summer of 1881, iu this 


vicinity, was very drjrs while this season 
is exactly the reverse. 


It i« a commonly known faet that the 


armv worm may be kept out of a field 
by surrounding il with a ditch, from 
eio-ht to twelve inches deep, taking care 
the sides toward the field shall be per- 
pendicular. The worms fall into it and 
ean not climb the perpendicular sides. 
They can now be killed in various ways. 
Souie farmers drag a log through the 
ditch and thus crush them. Others have 
holes in the bottom of the ditch about a 
foot deeper, and from sixteen to twenty 
feet apart, into which the worm drops 
while attempting to escape. They are 
killed by covering thsm with straw and 
burning it, or by burying with dirt and 
pressiuf it down. If a field of hay is 
already intoned so as lo be destroyed, 
the best thing to bo done ordinarily is 
to plow il under while the worms are 
yomi» and plant, some other crop, tor- 
innately for the fanners, two army- 
worm years in one locality rarely, if ev 
er, follow each other.—.!<>; li. '"•"••• 
iii luint Male llfi/intur. 


Work ill Hot Weather. 


All the congratulatory songs relating 


to harvesting and the harvest wert 
written for a differenteliniatefrom OHM. i 
One can feel a warmer sense of grati- 
tude when the thermometer marks M 
de" or 70 dog. than when it range; 
from 90 deg. to 100 deg. in the shade, 
and a score decrees higher in the open 
field where the American farmer works; 
and so all the poetry relating to this in- 
teresting occupation is quite inapplica- 
ble to our fields and our broiling sun. 
In fact, our harvests are the most la- 
borious, exacting, and painful labors ol 
the year, and "instead of being ap- 
proached with agreeable, if not hilari- 
ous, anticipations, have to be met with 
care and strict precautions. 
Indeed, 


the rigors of our harvest weather arc 
more Fatal to careless and reckless per- 
sons, who ignore the need for observing 
the requirements of safety from the ex- 
cessive heat, than all the rest of the your 
too-ether, and even the most cartful 
maintain their health—comfort is aban- 
doned as hopeless—only by the pracliee 
of the most rigid sanitary rules. 
\Ve 


propose here to consider the harvest 
field in regard to its risks and dangers, 
and the precautions necessary to lie 
taken to perform its labors with the 
most ease, the least discomfort, and the 
greatest safety. And in discussing the 
subject in this way we will first consider 
the work of the harvest field and the 
manner of doing it, and second, the re- 
quirements needed to secure the comfort 
and health of the persons and animals 
engaged in the work. 


A midsummer's day has its coolest 


and its hottest parts, and the hottest part 
of the day is about two in the afternoon. 
And this is so because as the ground 
cools during the night it has to absorb a 
large quantity of heat during the day, 
and is thus, as it were, some considera- 
ble time behind the sun in regard to 
heat, and when the sun is at the highest 
and hottest at the meridian, or at noon, 
the earth has not yet caught up to it in 
its absorptive capacity, but this equilib- 
rium is reached about two p. m., after 
which the earth is actually hotter than 
the sun and begins to give out its accu- 
mulated heat, and so actually adds to 
the heat of the sun. As this is the caw, 
then, the hardest work of the day, such 
as mowing, cradling, raking and biml- 
in<", whether these are done by hand or 
by'iuachine, should all be done in the 
forenoon during the hottest weather, 
and as the early morning is the coolest 
part of the day, that is the time to be 
chosen for out-door work of a laborious 
kind, or that calls for direct exposure to 
the sun's heat. Now, as a man can do 
more in an hour at a temperature of 
70 deg. to eighty deg., or less, than he 
can in two under a heat of MO deg. to 
100 deg., or even more, in the sun, it 
would DO not only a great comfort, but 
a positive economy, if a farmer would 
be»in his field work at daylight, or at 
four in the morning, lunch at eight ami 
rest for half an hour, and finish his day's 
out-door work at one in the afternoon, 
and then dine. 
This change might 


easily and comfortably be made by the 
whole household, who could rest within 
doors in the cool, shaded house during 
the hottest part of the day, and the more 
comfortably the house is kept cool by 
the precautions to be taken, as will be 
mentioned hereafter. 
Having made 


such an arrangement with our own hired 
man, and having practiced it and seen 
it practiced by neighbors, we can speak 
with knowledge as to the comfort and 
the economy of this method, not only 
for ourselves, but for the horses as well. 
It is reasonable, comfortable, econom- 
ical, healthful, and should be insisted 
upon. It merely changes the periods of 
work and rest, easing the former and 
lengthening, without taking anything 
from, the latter.—N. 1'. Timex.

Increasing the Corn Crop. 


Till within the past few years little 


anxiety has been felt in any pavt of the 
country about the supply of corn. There 
was a general impression that it could 
be raised with considerable profit in 
in nearly every State and territory. In 
most of "the States enough was raised to 
supply the local demand. 
In some 


states it was a leading crop, and it was 
that its profitable production could be 
greatly extended in others, where the 
attention of farmers was mainly devoted 
to the growing of cotton, tobacco, and 
the small grains. There was scarcely 
any demand for it for exportation, and 
its employment for making glucose ami 
starch wa" not known. It was used to 
a considerable extent as food for human 
beings, and was very generally employ- 
ed for fattening hogs in sections where 
it was extensively grown. It was rarely 
fed to other horses than those engaged 
in work on the farm, and was still more 
rarely fed to cows. There was no fresh 
beef or mutton sent abroad, and there 
was only a limited demand for highly 
fattened meat at home. As a conse- 
quence, sheep and steers were goner- 
ally fattened on grass, with the aid of a 
few roots. In mostof the Western States 
corn was a drug in the markets. 
With 


poor facilities for transportation, com- 
paratively little of it was sent to Kas- 
torn rit\<M. Corn was often so cheap 
and plenty that it was Imrned for fuel. 
Farmers preferred to raise small grains 
for the market, for the reasons that 
their price was higher and they would 
stand transportation better. 
In parts 


of the country where corn was very pro- 
ductive it was generally thought that 
the business of raising it was greatly 
overdone. 


A short time has been sufficient to 


produce great changes in relation to 
corn. 
Its uses have multiplied and 


increased, it is now employed to make 
starch and glucose,, as well as to make 
alcohol, whisky, liighwincs and vinegar. 
Considerable (juantilies of it are con- 
verted into malt. In all the great dairy 
districts it is extensively employed for 
feeding milcli cows. 
There is a grow- 


ing demand for fancy fattened beef and 
mutton for export and home consump- 
tion. To fatten steers and sheep as the 
market requires it is found necessary to 
feed corn in large quantities. 
Vast 


quantities of it. are now sent to almost 
every country in Kuropc this side of 
Russia for the same purpose. American 
corn is used to feed both beef anil dairy 
cattle in Denmark. 
It is also used to 


feed the coach and dray horses in most 
of the large cities in (ireat Britain and 
France. 
Xow, while the uses for corn 


have increased and multiplied in a most 
remarkable manner, its cultivation has 
not extended in any considerable extent 
into any ni!W sections of the country, 
and has not greatly increased in foreign 
oountrios. 
The entire country from 


1'ugot Scinml to the (Jiill of California is 
opened up to settlement, but no corn is 
raised cxc.opt in a very kw favored 
localities. 
l>akota and Montana are 


fast being peopled with farmers, yet 
scarcely «ny com is or can bo produced 
there. 
Few of what are called the new 


States and Territories produce much 
corn. They are deficient in warmth or 
moisture, or in both. 
Corn was never 


a profitable cr6p to raise in the Southern 
States, and. as the soil 
becomes 


exhausted of its fertility its production 
becomes still more difficult. 
People 


hnye finally become convinced that (ho 
extent of country adapted 
to the 


profitable production of corn is quite 
limited. 
It is embraced in a strip of 


country about two hundred miles wide, 
and terminating about a hundred miles 
west of the Missouri Jfiver. 


If the amount of corn in the country 


is to be largely increased it must be done 
by improved methods of cultivation in 
the places where it succeeds best. Much 
of the land in the Western Slates that is 
capable of producing the largest crops 
if corn is in no condition to do so dur- 
ing seasons as wist as the present one. 
It is covered with water in the onvly 
spring, and can not be plowed till ii is 
too late to plant without incurring the 
danger of an early frost in the fall. l!y 
draining it with tiles it can lie mndet) 
produce more corn than any land in the 
country. 
It is naturally rich in mineral 


and organic matter, and its only defect 
is its inability to part with the moisture 
that accumulates during the winter and 
early spring. The. drains will not only 
cany off this water, but will extend the 
growing season several weeks. Experi- 
ments made in tun counties of this State 
show that the average yield of corn is 
increased oiie-1'onrtti" by putting down 
pT.'tin-tilo. The cultivation of the crop 
is also rendered nvn'O easy and the or- 
dinary risk:-; arc avoided in a great 
measure. 
Improved methods of pre- 


paring the soil, of putting in the seed, 
iiinl Hi cui'u'iiting the growing crop 
will

prnduclinn. Generally the fanners ol 
I'enn-vlv:mi:i. and others of the Kastcrn 
Statt^'prodiHv mure corn to the acre 
than the farmers do in the most fertile 
of the Western States. They have a 
much poorer soil, but they prepare it 
better, pay more attention to manuring, 
and employ the hand-hoe in connection 
with the horse-cultivator in working the 
fields. It is not only possible but prac- 
tical to produce eighty bushels of corn 
to the acre on much of the land in the 
West where only forty is ordinarily har- 
vested.—Chii'df/i) Times.

Farm-Yard Manure. 


Farm-yard manure is a general ma- 


nure ; it is also termed a complete ma- 
nure because it supplies all the .essential 
elements of plant food. Its composition 
varies according to tho character of tha 
animals contributing to it, the quality of 
their food and the nature and the pro- 
portion of the litter. Its value also de- 
pends upon the method in which it has 
been prepared. 


Farm-yard manure consists of the 


liquid and solid excrements of the farm 
stock and the straw, sawdust or other 
material employed as litter. 
It will 


contain from f>5 to 80 percent, of water. 
The nitrogen may be 0.40 to O.C5 per 
icnt., or higher, if produced by highly- 
ed animals. Tho ash constituents will 
>e i.,r) to o.O per cent., exclusive of the 
and and earth present. 
Of these ash 


•onsLituonts 0.4 to 0.7 will bo potash 
and 0.:.' to 0.4 phosphoric aoid. 
In s 


word, one ton of farm-yard manure will 
supply, according to conditions already 
specified, from nine to fifteen pounds of 
litrogen, a similar amount of potash and 
from four to nine pounds of phosphoric 
acid. 


A consideration of some of the causes 


that afiect the quality of barn-yard 
manure may assist the inexperienced 
farmer. An animal neither gaining nor 
losing weight, as a working-horse, will 
produce exorementa containing about 
: he same amount of nitrogen and ash 
Constituents as was present in the food 
consumed. If, on the other hand, the 
animal is increasing in size, is producing 
young or furnishing milk or wool, the 
nitrogen and ash constituents in the 
excrements will be less than those con- 
tained in the food, the difference ap- 
pearing as animal increase. In a word, 
[he farmer will not obtain a? rich a ma- 
nure from a oow in full milk, or from a 
rapidly g'rowing pig, as from his work- 
ing horse with the same food, 


Even more tuan the character of the 


animal does the character of the food 
affect tho quality of manure. A diet, 
for instance, including a liberal amount 
of oil-cake or beans, will yield a manure 
rich in. nitrogen and ash constituents, 
when a diet of maize and straw chaff 
will produce a manure poor in nitrogen 
and phosphates. 
The constituents of 


food which are important as ingredients 
of manure are the nitrogen and ash ele- 
ments, but chiefly tho nitrogen, this be- 
ing the most costly ingredient of com- 
mercial fertilisers. 
Oil-cakos yield the 


richest manure. Next to these come the 
leguminous seeds, molt dust, and bran. 
Clover hay yields a richer manure than 
tho cereal grains, while meadow hay; is 
rated below these. 
The cereal grains 


and tho roots contain about the same 
proportion of nitrogen in their dry sub- 
stance, but the 
roots supply more 


potash. 
Potatoes stand below roots in 


manurial value, and straw takes the 
lowest place as a manure-yielding food. 
Bean and pea straw are more valuable 
for this purpose tlmn the straw of the 
cereals. 


Many scientists and not a few farmers 


believe' that animal manure is more im- 
mediately available for the use of plants 
when applied directly to the land than 
when previously mixed with a great 
bulk of litter, as fermentation with Titter 
probably results hi tho formation of 
nitrogenous humus compounds, which 
are insoluble and decompose but slowly 
iu the soil. 
The use of litter in the 


preparation of farm-yard manure is, 
however, a necessity, especially in tho 
winter time. 


Scientist?, soino of them at least, 


assert that tho immediate return from 
an application of fnrm-yard manure is 
mue.li less than from the same amount of 
plant food applied in artificial manures. 
The 
effect 
of farm-yard 
manure, 


however, is spread over a considerable 
number of years. 


A most, important point is the treat 


ment of manures. Serious losses occur 
constantly through ignorance! in this 
matter. 
Hear in mind a large propor- 


tion of the nitrogen is voided in the 
form of urine. If, therefore, the manure 
is wasted, by rain, and the washings are 
allowed to drain away, loss occurs. It 
must, also be recollected that the urea, 
which forms 
the 
chief nitrogenous 


ingredient of urine, is speedily changed 
by fermentation into a volatile substance 
that escapes unless held by a sufficient 
amount o'f litter. 
Farm-yard manure 


rapidly undergoes fermentation and a 
large, quantity of carbonic..acid is given 
off. 
When the fermentation occurs in a 


place vrotrcted from rain, however, but 
little 1 IKS o< nilrortv.n lakes place.
